Not one steamer that started up the 
river after mid-August, and net one 
eager gold seeker who sailed from San 
Francisco, Seattle or Victoria for St. 
Michael'* since mid-July, has yet reach- 
ed Dawson City. No steamer can arrive 
there thiB year. A few persevering pros- 
pectors may get through along toward 
the middle oi the terrible winter. The 
rest are either scattered along the river, 
at St. Michael's, or homeward bound 
from there. 

Such is the word brought by the CP. 
X, steamer Danube, Captain Meyer, 
which returned to port last evening di- 
rect from the mouth of the great river of 
the North, bringing here the last miners 
to get down the Yukon this year before 
the seal of the Frost King was set upon 
the waters— 23 men and women in all, 
with three times as many disappointed 
prospectors who were unable to get in to 
the gold country, and gold duBt and nug- 
gets, the approximate value of which is 
a decidedly indefinite quantity. 

Captain Meyer estimates two hundred 
thousand to a quarter of a million as 
fairly near the mark, although the re- 
turned miners are reticent as the much- 
quoted clam concerning their earnings. 
Others who also came down by the Dan- 
ube and even accompanied tho upper 
Yukoners down the river from the gold 
fields, say that $50,000 to $60,000 would 
be an outside estimate of the steamer's 
treasure, not one of the passengers from 
the neighborhood of DawBOn having 
more than $5,000 in his possession, and 
the purser having only about $10,000 
confided to his keeping for the voyage to 
Victoria. 

The Danube reached St. Michael's on 
the 26th of September, and was there 
nine days lauding her lumber and boat 
builders supplies, and being detained 
four days longer than would otherwise 
have been necessary through Btrong 
winds interfering with tho work of dis- 
charging. The steamer T. B. Weare 
after having been on a sandbar up the 
Yukon for twenty days got off and ar- 
rived at St. Michael's five days in ad- 
vance of the Victoria steamer, returning 
sjon after to the river with a lull load of 
supplies. 

The Alaska Commercial Company's 
stern-wheeler Alice had also arrived at 
St. Michael's on the 24th September, 
with about 120 miners, sailing again on 
the 27th, but at latest reports Only to 
find a resting place on a bill' at the river 
mouth, with the ice forming around her 
and threatening to hold her prisoner un- 
til the coining of spring. 

Two days after the Danube's arrival 
the North American Trading it Trans- 
portation Company's Btem-ivheel steam- 
er Healey also made port, and received 
her orders to take a full load of supplies 
up river, making the highest point pos- 
sible before being nipped. This in itself 
is evidence that the trading companies 
are alive to the necessity of using every 
endeavor to get food as near aB may he 
to Dawson City at any risk. 

The Healey was Btill at St. Michael's 
when the Danube sailed only twelve 
days ago, and, the sidewheeler Mare 
Island and sternwheeler Mervin had 
only a few days before made an attempt 
to get up the river that was signally un- 
successful. The Mervin at last accounts 
was in the company of the Alice on a 
river bar, with tho ice cloBing in around 
her. The Mare Island had returned to 
a little place called Stebbina, about 
twelve miles from St. Michael's, where 
she is expected to spend the winter 
months. 

The lumber and other material takon 
up by the Danube was all landed in 
good order and without any unnecessary 
loss of time. When tiie vessel sailed 
again the peowK: taknti up to build the 
C.P.N. Oj.'i river steijiner had started 



the erection of a small village of their 
own, which they have patriotically chris- 
tened Victoria, and where they will be 
quite comfortable for the dark months of 
winter. 

When Captain Meyers and his passen- 
gers bade farewell to St. Michael's on 
the night of October -1 there were 
anchored there the following vessels ; 
Steamers Bertha, Cleveland, Portland, 
Excelsior and Lrikme, the LJ.S.S. Bear 
and the three- luasted schooner Queen, 

The Lakme had lumber for tiic Alaska 
Commercial Co. with which they expect 
to build a steamer this -winter. All the 
other vessels with the exception of the 
Bertha had lumber and supplies with 
which the North American Trading & 
Transpartation Co. had intended to 
build four stern wheel steamers during 
the winter. On account of the schooner 
Yuanimo having been lost in Otinimak 
Pass, the company were however com- 
pelled to change their plans, and now 
propose building their river lleet at 
Ounalaska, the material now on board 
the ships at St. Michael's being returned 
to Dutch Harbor as Boon as possible, 

When the Danube left St. Michael's 
there were only about twenty people left 
who intend to come back to civilization 
for the winter, and most of these will be 
on the Bertha, which was to follow the 
Victoria steamer out on the 5th, bound 
for Seattle direct. En route home the 
Danube called at Dutch Harbor (Otintil- 
aska) for a supply of water, proceeding 
thence to Alert Bay, where -1,000 casesof 
salmon were taken on for Victoria, con- 
signed to Thoinae Earle. The home- 
ward voyage was a pleasant but compar- 
atively uneventful one, the principal in- 
cident to arise taking the lorru of a pre- 
sentation to the captain and company of 
an appropriately worded testimonial of 
appreciation for courtesies extended and 
comforts enjoyed. 

While at St. Michael's it was learned 
that fourteen men belonging to the 
pinched whaler Nevarch had been found 
drifting on a cake of ice by the steam 
whaler "Thrasher," not far from Cape 
Barrow. The men had, when rescued, 
been for eleven days on their desolate 
cake of ice which measured but 20 feet 
square, and were all more or less badly 
frozen, while several had by the teirors 
and privations of the b! tuution been 
driven hopelessly insane. The Thrasher 
ia now disabled with a broken propellor 
on the Siberian coast near Behring 
straits, but expected to resume Iter sea- 
son's whaling as soon as repairs Bhall 
have been effected. 



INCREASING THE AR1IY. 

Thirty Per Cent, to Be Added to the Strength 
of Britain's Regular Forces, 

London, Oct. 16.— The Army and Navy 
Gazette voices the opinion of the British 
military in congratulating the country 
upon the fact that the government has 
at last determined to increase the army. 
The Gazette says: "It is useless to deny 
that there is reason for alarm at the pre- 
sent moment," adding that the army is 
unequal even to ordinary demands, the 
home batteries andbattalions being little 
better than so many " military nurs- 
eries," 

The Westminster Gazette says that the 
money for the proposed increase will be 
granted when it is proved that the coun- 
try is getting value for its present ex- 
penditures. The Evening News takes a 
similar view of the subject. The St. 
JameB' Gazette, however, is in favor of 
the proposal. There is likely to be a fine 
Burpluo in the budget, this paper says, 
and nothing would be more popular than 
to make the question of army reform the 
chief business of parliament next 
session. 

The Globe declares that the whole 
military machinery is out of gear, be- 
cauae the force at home is 22,000 less 
than the force abroad. "Were an em- 
ergency to arise," it says, "Great Bri- 
tain would be almoBt aB ill-prepared to 
meet it as she was when the Crimean 
war began." 

In a paper delivered at Gideford by 
Mr. Broderick, under secretary of state 
for war, foreshadowing some of the gov- 
ernment's policy, he said that parlia- 
ment would be asked in 1898 for an in- 
crease of the army by 30 per cent. He 
complained of the costly inefficiency of 
the army, and said that when it was 
necessary to send an extra battery or an 
additional battalion abroad, nearly three 
weeks were spent in finding the men.

Government Aid to Fire Sufferers— Good 
Season at Banff— Bishop Perrin. 

W T rxNii>KG, Oct. 10. — The last but one 
of the original Selkirk colonists has been 
gathered to his fathers in the person of 
Mr. Geo. Bannerman of ICildonan, who 
died at his home to-day, at the age of 94 
years. Mr. Bannerman came to Red 
river in 1815 with his parents, who emi- 
grated from Scotland under the auspice3 
of hord Selkirk, and settled in Kildonan 
after a trying voyage to Hudson's Bay, 
and thence inland by small boata, 

Aid is to be extended by the Mani- 
toba government to enable Bufferers by 
the recent bush and prairie fires to pro- 
cure lumber for rebuilding their homes, 
and fodder for their cattle. Mr. Mc- 
Kollar will be immediately dispatched to 
the districts to ascertain what is abso- 
lutely required for the relief of the suf- 
ferers. 

A telegram from M, J. Haney, super- 
intending construction work on the 
Crow's Nest road, says that no more men 
are required there at present. 

Bishop Perrin of British Columbia, 
accompanied by his sister, Miss Perrin, 
reached here to-day. 

Senator Sanford, of Hamilton, and W. 
W. Ogilvie, the .Montreal wheat king, 
returned East to-day. Senator Sanford, 
who owns an immense tract of land near 
Westbourne, says that to a married man 
with energy and experience and some 
capital, he iB prepared to give a quarter 
section of land on most favorable terms, 
to be paid for from the produce of the 
farm, and will give the assistance neces- 
sary to enable him to work the place 
successfully. 

The O.P.R, hotel at Banff has closed 
for the season. The total number of 
guests accommodated for the year was 
2,207, about GOO advance of last year. 

W. H. Davis, one of Port Arthur's 
pioneers and the proprietorof the Albion 
hotel there, died to-day. Mr. Davis has 
been a resident of the town for nearly 
thirty years, coming from Owen Sound. 

Mrs. Ellis, of Rochester, F.Y., who re- 
ceived a bullet from a revolver in her 
hand yesterday, is improving and hopes 
are entertained that she will recover. 



THE SITUATION AT DAWSON. 

"Flee or Starve " the MessriKe Conveyed to 
the Beleaguered IMccca of the North. 

Provisions will buy chums at Dawson 
and Forty Mile this winter that money 
cannot touch. In the gulches around 
Circle City tho miners are supplied, but 
in the city itself there is not much more 
than twnlve tons of flour. Forty Mile 
haB little or nothing, and a large part of 
Dawson must alreo.dy be on short 
rations. 

Such is the information brought down 
by the Danube. " Escapo or starve " is 
the message that has been sent up the 
river, and when the history of that re- 
gion conieB to be written, the daring and 
perseverance of tho plucky man who, 
at the risk of his life, undertook to carry 
the warning to the thousands of people 
waiting anxiouBly for news, will have to 
be recorded. 

The news brought overland some days 
ago of the difficulties encountered by tho 
river Bteamer Margaret in the attempt 
t) reach Dawson City is amply confirm- 
el by the reports brought down by the 
Diiuube.

BONDED BY THE CHANNE. 

A Promising Property Yielding Well in 
Gub', Silver and Copper. 

Hasff, N.W.T. , Oct. Hi— (Special )— 
Messrs,! 1 . E. Wilson, of Banff, and G. 
McCarter, of Golden, have bonded to the 
Channe Mining Company, of Vaucouver, 
for $15,000, two claims on Ice river, 
southeast of Leanchoil. On these claims ] 
is a quart/, ledge about three feet wide, 
carrying large quantities of grey copper j 
ore. The ledge crops out over the entire ! 
length of the claims between walls of 
shale and syenite. An asBity from the 
surface gave a return of $U0 in gold, 133 
ounces in Bilver, and 9 per cent, copper, 
or a total value of < bout $200 to the ton.

THE ATLANTIC MAIL MUDDLE. 

The Government Left Without Any Cana- 
dian Service and Resorting to 
New York. 

Ottawa, Oct. 10.— (Special)— The ten- 
der for tho British mail service submit- 
ted by the Allan and Dominion lines 
does not comply with the conditions of 
the government advertisement. It iB 
likely that the government will fall back 
on the New York route for letters and 
send parcels and newspaper pnekages by 
the freight boats from St. John.

London- , Oct. 16.— Up to a late hour 
this evening the United States monetary 
commissioners had no communication 
horn the British government regarding 
the answer expected by Senator Wolcott 
and his colleagues to ttie proposals 
made. 

Yesterday there was presented to Sir 
Michael Hicke-Beach, the chancellor of 
the exchequer, the memorial which has 
been in process of signature among the 
leading banking LouseB and financial 
and mercantile enterprises in the city of 
London, and also cabled resolutions 
against biiuetalism adopted by the 
Canadian Bankers Associatiou on Oct. 
0. The memorial ia this : 

" Impelled by a strong sense of duty 
and assuming that negotiations of some 
sort touching the metallic currency of 
Great Britain are proceeding with the 
bnited States and other countiies, we 
urge upon the government that no alter- 
ation should be made in the circulating 
medium, except after full discussion in 
parliament and by the people; that in 
no circumstances should pledges of suc- 
cessive governments as to the single 
gold standard and the British pound 
sterling be set aside, and no step taken, 
even with the consent of the govern- 
ment, having iu view any alteration in 
the value of the single gold standard ; 
that any departure from the 
present British coinage system 
'absolutely free from embarrass- 
ment, internal or external ' re- 
lying upon engagements with other 
countries, would be a fatal mistake, and 
that the mintsof India beingnow closed, 
whatever may be that next step no 
retrograde action should be takeu except 
after exhaustive inquiry, and even then 
only for the primary benefit of the in- 
terests of India." 

Th" Canadian recclutions denounce the 
double standard as "dwusive and im- 
practicable," and assert that "any at- 
tempt to disturb the gold standard should 
be met with strenuous resistance." 

The Times, Daily News and Standard 
all comment upon the anti- bimetallic 
memorials presented to the chancellor of 
the exchequer. With the utmost seiious- 
nesa they impress upon the government 
"the danger of continuing in an am- 
biguous policy," and appeal to it to "do 
nothing rash in India." 

No definite information can be ob- 
tained with regard to the action of the 
cabinet, but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the government's position ; s 
that it will not enter any international 
monetary conference. Messages from 
the members of the American commis- 
sion say they have received no informa- 
tion with regard to the action taken at 
the cabinet council to-day,' but they 
hear that a statement will be issued to 
the effect ttiat the government make 
no suggestion to the Bank oi Fng- 
land as to any alteration in its present • 
reserve. The governtneut cannot in any 
event do more than make a recommen- 
dation to the bank, so the statement 
that the cabinet decided that the bank 
should maintain a full gold standard is 
incorrect. 

The chancellor of the exchequer and 
his colleagues atill maintnin that the 
eovernment cannot alter standard in the 
Uo'ted Kingdom, but they have in the 
interval eoimilted several governments 
in regard to the opening of the Indian 
mints, and a reply has been received 
which, it ie understood, is strongly ad- 
verse to the proposal.

The Margaret was to wait until the last 
possible safe moment at the rapids, in 
the hope of catching the down-stream 
rush from Dawson City, to feed the 
hungry and convey all possible to where 
food awaited them lower down the river. 

At Manook a camp of several hundred 
men has been established by tho unload- 
ing by the steamers of- the passengers 
they could take no further.

have been done, or that great good has 
not resulted from ita policy in this 
respect; but reliance haB been placed 
upon vague charges either of corrupt 
participation in the expenditure of pub- 
lic money, or else it has been alleged 
that the expenditure were intended as 
bribes to influential men. The singular 
thing about these vague charges iu that 
nothing of the kind has been breathed 
in the House. If there were a scintilla 
of truth in thom, it would naturally be 
expected that some time during the ses- 
sion, in some one of the scores of de- 
bates, some member of the opposition 
would hint at such things. But not a 
word of this nature has been spoken. 
This sort of work has been left to the op- 
position press, which we are sorry to say 
has been ready to prostitute itself to 
such a base use. Among the enterprises 
in connection with which the govern- 
ment has been assailed are the Nakusp 
& Slocan railway, the Kaslo & Slocan, 
the Columbia & Western, the Nelson & 
Fort Shepherd, the Columbia & Western. 
Vet these are the enterprises which have 
made the great development of Koote- 
nay possible. It may be a matter of sur- 
prise that characterless papers on the 
Coast assail the government for having 
been instrumental in promoting these 
great works ; but it is inconceivable why 
the press of Kootenay should ever have 
uttered a word in condemnation of them.

VICTORIA AND THE 

"GOLDEN NORTH 

So far as the season of ISil" goes, the 
Yukon rush may be said to be over, and 
we have thought it well to briefly re- 
capitulate this morning some of the 
salient facts about this great cold re- 
gion. We need no apology for so doing, 
for the subject iB uppermost in men's 
minds. All of us are deBirous of doing 
whatever lies in our power to make the 
most of the great exploitation of the 
great wealth of the Golden North, and 
the best means of aiding in so praise- 
worthy an object seems to be to familiar- 
ize the people at home and abroad with 
what has been done, what is likely to be 
done and the ability of Victoria to profit 
by the developments of the future. It is 
highly gratifying to be able to announce 
that the business men of the city 
are fully awake to the necessities of 
the situation, and that there is a deter- 
mination on their part to leave nothing 
undone by which the commanding ad- 
vantages of Victoria can bo utilized. In 
the resume of facts printed this morning 
there will necessarily be some things 
that have been in print before in other 
forms; but this will make the paper 
especially valuable to those persons who 
desire some handy compendium of in- 
formation on the suhjeet to send away. 
This is not a " Klondyke edition," but 
simply a little more matter than usual 
on this great subject got out in the 
regular course of the Colonist's work. 
We ask those who read the conservative 
review of the situation as is presented 
and the latest intelligence, which wo 
print to-day in advance of all the papers 
in the world, none excepted, to 
favor us with any suggestions that may 
occur to them, in order that during the 
next mouths the Colonist' may be able 
to do the best possible work to advance 
the commercial interests of the city in 
this connection. 

Victoria was at a disadvantage this 
summer in the competition for the 
Yukon trade. This was not due to the 
lack of energy on the part of the mer- 
chants, but to some well known facts 
that may be mentioned. The earliest 
discoveries in the valley of the Yukon 
were in Canadian territory, but the first 
paying mines were either in Alaska or 
so near the boundary that they went to 
the credit of that territory. About three 
ye.irs ago it beuan to be evident to the 
business men of Seattle that there was a 
great deal of money to bo made out of 
the trade of these miners, and they set 
themselves to work to secure it. There 
never was any better win k done than 
was put forward by these men and the 
Seattle press in this connection. 
Tin) result was that they cave 
tho trade of the Yukon a set 
in their direction. Their efforts 
were further strengthened by the fact 
that the two great trading companies 
doing business on the Yukon were Am- 
erican concerns. Indeed, at the time 
when the Portland came down on her 
lirst memorable voyage telling of the 
riches of the Klondyke, Seattle had built 
up a snug trade with the YukonerB. 
Therefore when the rush North began, 
it was the most natural thing in the 
world that our lively neighbor should 
get the cream of the trade. 

The advantage of having the start of 
the British Columbia eitiea was aug- 
mented by the unaccountable delay of 
the Canadian government in putting 
customs houBe officers upon tho Passes 
to collect duties on goods coming from 
the United StateB. When the offi- 
cers had been finally put on, 
majority of the gold 



been already advertised all over the 
continent aa the only outfitting point, 
and also considering that San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Tacoma were join- 
ing with that city in spreading broad- 
cast the impression that the new dis- 
coveries were in United States territory 
aud that there were no duties on goods 
from that country, the share of the out- 
fitting trade secured by this city was 
remarkable. 

One thing that contributed to tho suc- 
cess of our merchants aB much as any- 
thing else was their intimate knowledge 
of the requirements of this trade and 
their personal experience in outfitting. 
The men in Victoria who sell outfits to 
minors have been in this line of busi- 
ness for years, and many of them have 
had actual experience as minerB. It is 
a long way to the Yukon, and the jour- 
ney is arduous ; but it was also a long 
way and the journey was arduous to 
Cariboo, Omenica and Cassiar The 
outfitters of Victoria have had experi- 
ence in supplying parties for thoEe re 
mote districts, and this is at the service 
of every one who buys from them. It is 
a fact that of no other city on the Paci- 
fic Coast can this be aaid with truth. 

There ia no room for doubt as to the 
richness and extent of the Yukon gold 
fields. Klondyke is only a corner of 
them. The yield of this year ia only a 
foretaste of what is to come. The rush 
of 1897 was quietness itself with what 
we may look for in 1898. Probably the 
world never experienced anything like 
tho excitement that there will be on 
next year. People will rush into the 
Y'ukon from all enda of the earth. The 
only limit to tho tide of immigration 
will he the capacity of the lines of trans- 
portation. From the Forty-Ninth paral- 
lel to the Article circle there will be a 
long procession of gold seekers. Is there 
room for all in the Yukon? In reply we 
say that there are nearly two hundred 
thousand square miles of gold bearing 
country in Canada, north of British 
Columbia, and that practically the 
whole of British Columbia's 391,- 
0U0 square miles is auriferous. It may 
sound like exaggeration to aay that there 
are in Canada half a million square 
miles of country that are likely to repay 
tho prospector, that is reckoning only 
the region between the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the Pacific Ocean, but this is 
literally the case. Those who ought to 
know aay that on the Klondyke alone 
there ia likely to bo room for every one 
who will get into the Y'ukon next year. 
For yearsj to come this vast Golden 
North can afford scope for the enterprise 
of every man who sees lit to venture his 
fortune there. This is not to say that 
every man who goes north will make 
his fortune. There will be a largo per- 
centage of failures, as there always ia in 
mining regions, but the right kind of 
men will succeed. No one knows 
tho extent of the very rich dig- 
gings; but it ia certain that on 
acorea of Btreams, we might truthfully 
say hundreds of atreamp, there are 
placerB that will yield a handeome pro- 
fit, when once better means of trans- 
portation are provided. When wages 
are $15 a day, diggings must be very rich 
to be workable at a profit ; but when 
after a few years, railways have been 
built, so that provisions and clothing can 
be got into the country and sold for 
reasonable prices, the cost of living will 
bo brought down and placers will be 
worked that now must be passed by. 
Of such there are so many that it is use- 
less oven to try to estimate them. There 
are extensive lode mines unworkable 
now, by reason of tho prohibitory cost of 
transportation of machinery, hut cer- 
tain to become the source of a vast and 
permanent gold supply. 

Looking the whole situation over, we 
feel tho utmost confidence in the future 
of Victoria as regards the development 
'of the (loldeu North. Geographically 
we command the situation. All lines of 
transportation, by land ami water, cen- 
tre here. We have a thirty-live per 
j cent, duty in our favor as against the

The 
only men who are lost are the infidelf, 
that is those who deny that there ia only 
one God. Later teachers have insisted 
also that a belief in Mohammed is neces- 
sary to final salvation, but this was not 
taught by Mohammed himself. 

Woman occupies a very subordinate 
place in the religion of iBlam. Indeed, 
as Bhe cannot hope to enjoy a futuro life 
of happiness, there seems to be no par- 
ticular reason why she should trouble 
herself about religious subjects. She Is 
destined for hell, not as a puniBhment, 
but because there is no place for her in 
Heaven. No amount of faith can save 
her. Mohammedanism takea it for 
granted that individual existence is 
eternal, and hence could not get rid of 
woman by destroying her. The houris 
of Paradise were never mortal. 

Prayer ia the cardinal duty of all be- 
lievers in Islam, a fact which disproves 
the theory that fatalism iB one of its 
fundamental principles. Prayer is ad- 
dressed directly to Allah, but the inter- 
cession of Mohammed or the groat pro- 
phets or any of the nngela may be 
sought. Right living is insisted upon, 
but more aB a mere naked duly than as 
tending to better one's position in 
the future life. On the whole the 
ethical side of Islam is excellent. It 
inculcates such ideas as these: While 
it is the duty of every man to pay hie 
debta, it iB wrong for the creditor to op 
press the debtor, and he is urged to for 
give the debt if he can and count it us 
alms. It ia permissible to charge for the 
use of money, but to take exhorbitant 
interest is forbidden. Indeed the taking 
of any interest at all iB condemned, 
wherein Islam seems to have anticipat- 
ed a modern school of social reformers. 
Chastity iB insisted upon, and the Koran 
recognizes no distinction between men 
anil women iu this regard. In these 
pointB it will he seen that there is no 
substantial difference between Islam and 
Christianity, and we shall see in future 
articles that there in really no difference 
in most respects as regards morals 
between any of the great world 
religions. So high and pure is tho code 
of Mohammedan etbica that there is no 
reason for surprise at the opinion ex 
pressed by those who study it, to the 
ell'ect that it is unsurpassed by any that 
has ever been taught to mankind. 

But it may bo asked : What of the ex 
travagant notionB of a future life, the 
killing of unbelievers, polygamy, the 
harem and other ideas and institutions 
of Mohammedanism, which distinguish 
it from Christianity ? The answer is 
that these form a part of the doctrines of 
Islam only in the sense that the burning 
of heretics and witches, a purely mate- 
rial concept ion of heaven and some other 
things, that have grown up in connec- 
tion with Christianity, form a part of 
that religion. Tho Mohammedan heaven 
is a grossly sensual one. It waa intended 
to stimulate believers to lives of absti- 
nence here. The putting todeath of unbe 
lievers was no part of the original cult; 
but was engrafted upon it when Islam 
became a political institution, Poly- 
gamy and the harem are not recom 
mended; they are simply not discoun 
tenanced. They follow almost necessar 
ilv from the teachings of the Koran as 
to women. The terrible practices which 
make Mohammedanism so pestilential 
are really antagonistic to the teachings 
of its founder. In a general way it may 
be said that the great difference between 
this faith and Christianity is that, ac- 
cording to the latter, a future lifecf hap 
piness can only be obtained through re- 
pentance and faith in Christ. Accord- 
ing to Islam tho simple act of belief in 
(iodia enough. From this distinction 
and the poaition which woman occupies 
in the social and religious organization, 
we can deduce tho great superiority of 
Christianity as an instrument ol civili- 
zation. Islam is great in its way; but 
it never can become the rsgenerator of 
humanity.

Since Allah is all powerful, why 
should we try to resist Him ; since He is 
all-merciful, why should we wish to do 
so.

Fundamentally there 
is not much in it to which any Christian 
can take exception. .further than that a 
denial of the Sonship of OhriBt is to be 
inferred from the doctrine that God 
was unbegotten and has begotten no 
offspring. It teaches that there have 
been six great prophets, namely, 
Adam, Noah, Abraham, Moses, JesuB 
and Mohammed, each one being greater 
than h is predecessors, and consequently 
Mohammed the greatest of all.

TliO prosecution had called Moi Cluing 
in tho idea that he could testify to Hok 
Taw's writing, but to their surprise 
when he entered the witness box he aaid 
he knew nothing about it — and conse- 
quently another witness will be sum- 
moned instead. 

Moi Chung, when asked how he would 
bo sworn, remarked " alle same white 
man — Blitiab subject." No, ho did not 
go to church, bo said, and he was not a 
Christian — so after a little further ques- 
tioning he swore in the usual Chinese 
way by burning a paper. Ke had been 
a merchant here for thirteen yearB, he 
said, and he knew Hok Taw, but had 
not seen his writing for a long time. He 
volunteered the information that some 
years ago be was in Hok Taw's boarding 
house on business, and with natural 
curiosity looked over at a paper IIok 
Taw was writing, but Taw promptly 
turned the paper, over bo the writing 
could not show. 

Mr. Powell for the prosecution, re- 
marked that this witness was in the 
nature of a surprise, as the prosecution 
had been led to believe he could swear 
to Hok Taw's writing. As a result 
another witness would have to be 
brought, and an adjournment was asked 
until Monday for that purpose. 

Mr. Hall asked that the accused be re- 
leased on bail in the meantime, but this 
was refused, the magistrate remarking 
that Hok Taw from his smiling counten- 
ance did not seem to have Buffered from 
confinement, but looked apparently the 
happiest man in court. 

An adjournment was therefore taken 
till 9 o'clock on Monday morning, so 
that tho case might be concluded if pos- 
sible before the Cumminga' case, which 
comes on at 10 o'clock.

Victoria is the second largest shipping 
port in Canada. It has extensive iron 
works and shipbuilding plants. 

Prices in all lines are as low in Vic- 
toria and in some important lines lower 
than in the American cities. Miners 
must remember that duty must bo paid 
upon purchases made in the United 
States, and that the selling price of /Am- 
erican goods in Victoria is with duty- 
paid at wholesale prices, which is less 
than it would be on retail lots purchased 
by individual miners. 

It would doubtless be found advan- 
tageous by miners to begin prospecting 
in the upper tributaries of the Yukon. 
A journey of less than two hundred and 
fifty miles after leaving the ocean steam- 
er, that can be taken at Victoria, will 
enable the miner to reach the Yukon, 
from six hundred to eight hundred 
miles above the Klondyke, depending 
upon the route taken. Thousands of 
miners will make this journey in Febru- 
ary and March, so as to be ready to go 
to work as soon as the spring opens.

If the ore had been pro- 
perly crushed and quicksilver used to 
amalgamate, the results would have been 
very much higher no doubt. 

In Bpeaking of the trials of a miner in 
the North, Mr. Ogilvie advises that onlv 
men able to take a year's supplies with 
then! and endure hardships and disap- 
pointment should make the attempt. A 
man who stands these hardships, 'poor 
food, bad water, and can put Up with all 
the disadvantages of cold and hard work 
besides, will, ho believes, succeed in 
making money. But there are plenty of 
men who, though able to stand the toil, 
would succumb to the other difficulties. 
At- an instance, Mr. Ogilvie spoke of two 
\nuug swedes who had made fortunes in 
the mines, about $1)0,000 in all, and 
started for home. However, they were 
taken ill with typhoid at Dawson City, 
and both died. " 

The wonderful stories told by re- 
turned miners would be almost past be- 
lief ward it not for the corioboration of 
Hiioh men as Mr. Ogilvie, who ate cool- 
headed, conservative and absolutely 
reliable. 

Toe Klondyke country is only a small 
part of the vast gold bearing region and 
new creeks will continue to be found no 
doubt for vears to come. 



JAMES UcNAMEE'S STORY. 

One of the Fortunate Mining Men Talks of 
the Klondyke. 

In Victoria at present and staying at 
the New England hotel is Mr. James 
McNamee. Speaking of his experiences 
yesterday he gave some interesting facts 
about the great mining region, telling 
his story in an interesting and intelli 
gent way, devoid of any attempt at ex 
aggeration, Mr. McNamee has been in 
the Yukon country for the past four 
years, and was at Forty Mile when the 
story of the Klondyke discoveries be 
came first known. From his own 
knowledge he gave a few of 
the successful men and the amounts 
they had taken out. He agrees with 
Mr. Ogilvie that between two and two 
and a half millions will represent the 
amount this year taken out of the creeks 
which are included in the Klondyke. 
These creeks are Bonanza, Hunker, El 
Dorado, Victoria, Adams, Gold Bottom 
and Dominion, the last mentioned being 
fifteen miles from Daweon City. Mr. 
McNamee, from two claims, made $137,- 
000; Alexander McDonald, $00,000; 
Clarence Berry, $110,000; and four Na- 
naimo men, Sloan, VVHkereon, Tom 
Flact and J. Scouse, $75,000 among them. 
These are some of the men who made 
money, and there are many others who 
made their thousands of dollars. 

It was iu a short Beason of two months 
that Mr. McNamee made his pile. IVhen 
the news came to Forty Mile that Mc- 
Cormack had Btruck it rich, it was some 
time before the miners accepted it as 
true. Then, when Mr. McNamee 
and the first lot of gold-seek 
ers got to Bonanza creek, it 
was close on Christmas and when they 
had their claim staked it was difficult to 
get miners. However, by then the news 
had spread into Alaska and four hun- 
dred men started from Circle City, prac- 
tically deserting that Alaskan mining 
town and all making for the Canadian 
side to reach the new gold discoveries. 
By March, Mr. McNamee secured some 
eighteen or twenty men and it was with 
this force that he cleared his fortune in 
two months. Wages were $15 a day and 
work for all who could be had. Mr. Mc- 
Namee left for the coaBt on July 17. 

Speaking of the chances of employ- 
ment, he said yesterday: "There iB 
work this winter in the Klondyke coun- 
try for between 5,000 and (i,000 men, and 
as yet the development of the new min- 
ing country has just begun, with an 
enormous area not yet touched." 

His experience teaches him that no 
man should go in without " grub" for a 
year. The best time to start lrom Vic- 
toria, if going in over the Dyea trail, is 
in March, he says, so that all 
supplies can bo packed over 
the trail and ready to take advantage of 
the water travel on the lakes and Yukon 
river as soon as the ice breaks up in the 
spring. It is possible, for that matter, 
to pack over the Dyea trail all winter. 

He believes, too, that even if the in- 
creased rush of next spring brings 
wages down to .$10 a day men can do 
well at that. 

The Dalton trail over the Chilkat 
pass, Mr. McNamee eays, means a 
longer land journey, and there iB the 
chance of getting lost on the way, 
whereas on the Dyea this is not the 
case, it will cost a man about $'200 t>> 
pay the Indians for packing his stuff 
ver the Dyea trail, so he has to have 
that much, at least, when he leave- 
Victoria. 

THE ItOADS TO KLONDYKE. 

How the Traveller From Victoria Can 
Reach the Gold Fields. 

There is no city bo favorably situated 
as Victoria for the embarking point for 
the golden North. In the lirst place it 
must he borne in mind, and this cannot 
he too firmly impressed that, tub Klok- 
dyke is in Canada. Hence it must be 
understood that people who buy their 
supplies in the United States or other 
foreign country, most PAY duty nuroitu

the Canadian Yukon. At the bound- 
ary line are stationed Canadian custom 
house officers and detachments ol 
Mounted Police to see that the duties 
are collected. 

From Victoria the Klondyke may be 
reached by Beveral ways. The only all 
water route is by way of steamer to St, 
Michael's, at the mouth id the Yukon, 
and then by the river to Davison City. 
This is a trip of 4,425 miles. At present 
a Victoria company is building a stern- 
wheel steamer nt St. Michael's for ser- 
vice on the Yukon, and when naviga- 
tion on that river opens, which will pro- 
bably be in the eaily part of June, a 
steamer will be run from Victoria to con- 
nect. The first boat will probably leave 
Victoria about the 10th June. 

A second route is by steamer from 
Victoria to Dyea, on Lynn canal, which 
is within the disputed territory between 
Canada and Alaska. Dyea is 1,000 miles 
from Victoria. Supplies are packed over 
the pass, a distance of some twenty- 
seven miles, to Lake Linderman, whence 
Dawson City iB reached by waterway. 
The pass is steep but practicable, 

Skagway is another port on Lynn 
canal, cIobo to Dyea, from which (he 
White pass leads to Lake Tagish and

Though the Klondyke excitement haa 
largely diverted the attention of the out- 
Bide public from the older producing 
regions in British Columbia, it is as well 
to state for the information of thoBe not 
acquainted with the situation that thia 
part of Canada does not by any means 
rely upon the output of the Yukon dis- 
trict for its standing amongst the world's 
greatest producers of the precious 
metals. Klondyke was not heard of 
until a few months ago, and the Yukon 
yield was practically nothing during all 
the period covered by the statistics 
given below. These figures are from tho 
annual report of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade, just published :

The next table shows the rapid increase 
in production during the last seven years, 
the increase for 1S91 over 1890 being due 
to the larger export of coal, the 
output of which for that year 
of 1,000,000 tons, being the largest ever 
reached by our colleries. In the year 1892 
the influence of the production of the lode 
mines began to be felt, and since then the 
very marked increase in production has 
been caused by the quickly growing value 
of the gold, silver, lead and copper pro- 
duced.

Table III gives a detailed statement of 
the amount and value of the different mine 
products for 1895 and 1890, but it has as yet 
been impossible to collect statistics con 
cerning the amount of building stone, 
brick, lime, lire-clay, tiles, etc., hence these 
tables do not contain any particulars this 
year about the mining ol the economical 
materials which, of course, should be here 
included. 

However, the increase in the value of the 
precious metals produced, and the baser 
metals, especially of lead, is marked, and 
the total increase for 1896 over 1895, very 
gratifying, the total production of the 
mines, other than coal, having increased 
from $2,834,000 to $4,816,000.

Table V. gives the yearly production of 
placer gold us determined by the returns 
sent in by the banks and express compan- 
ies of gold sent to the mints, and from re- 
turns sent in by the gold commissioners 
and mining recorder:-. To these yearly 
amounts one-third was added up to the 
year 1,878, and from then to 1895, one-fifth, 
which proportion was considered to repre- 
sent approximately, the amount of gold 
sold of which then.' was no record. 

The gold output is now beginning to 
stendily rise as the operations of the large 
hydraulic mining companies in Cariboo 
begin tu assume such u scale, that with 
larger water supplies and t lie mines more 
opened out for work, a much larger amount 
of ground can be washed. 

This placer gold contains from 1(1 to 25 
tier cent, silver, but the silver value has not 
been separated from the totals.

THE KLONDYKE OUTFITTING 
TRADE. 

Business men in Canada should not for- 
get that next spring the outfitting trade 
for the Yukon will not be by any means 
restricted to British Columbian or even 
Western towns, and this is the more im- 
portant because it is next year that the real 
rush to the Klondyke will be in full tide. 
The means of transportation are being 
vastly improved, and as soon as they are 
sufficiently advanced merchants from all 
over the Dominion can send in their stocks 
to central points and prospectors will go in 
in light and purchase them there instead of 
buying them as at present, at Victoria or 
Seattle and carrying them in themselves. 
By the spring of 1899 one or more railways 
will tap Yukon waters, and therefore we 
cannot atfbrd to sit idly with our hands 
folded iu our laps and permit this trade to 
flow into American channels. 

At present it looks as if the best way of 
reaching the Yukon country would be by 
the Slickcen route, and, therefore, it is to 
points on this route that the attention of 
our merchants should be directed. If a 
start be made up the river on the ice about 
the middle of February, there will be no 
difficulty in reaching Teslin hike, or for 
that matter in going through by way of 
Dense lake to the Pelly river, on the snow. 
When navigation opens towards the last of 
April there will probably be a steamer 
starting daily to go up the river. Thou- 
sands of people can go in by this route, 
and it has the advantage of leading to the 
head waters of the gold-bearing streams, 
which can thus be prospocted under the 
most favorable conditions. Men can get 
to the ground they want to examine by 
taking this route from a month to six 
j weeks earlier than they can reach St. 
Michael's which is "from 2,000 to 
2,500 miles from ■ the best fields for 
prospecting. Most of the goldseekers 
next season will go to Stewart river, Mc- 
Millan river, the Pelly, the Big and Little 
Salmon rivers, the Hootalinqua and other 
streams in the upper part of the Yukon 
valley. To reach these from the mouth of 
the Yukon will involve a journey twice as 
great as thai from Victoria by the Ctickeen 
route. The route by way of the passes is 
a little shorter to the Klondyke than it is 
via the Stickeen, but not to points on the 
Pelly, the Hootalinqua and some of the 
other streams. Moreover, it is not open so 
early. All these considerations serve to 
demonstrate that the all-Canadian route 
via the Stickeen will be the popular one, 
when once the facts about it are under- 
stood. What is needed is to have these 
things understood, and to have our L'oods 
early upon the ground in order that the in- 
llux of miners and prospectors to open up 
the country south of the Yukon may be 
able to find there Canadian goods from 
which to make up their outlits, and not be 
diverted to American routes by any su- 
perior facilities for obtaining the requsite 
supplies.— Canadian Trade Review. 

SOME CARIBOO MINES. 

A Chat with Mr. Marsh, of Barkerville, on 
the Famous Old District. 

Mr. S. J. Marsh, of Barkerville. who for 
some years past has been identified with 
mining iu the Cariboo country, is in town on 
his way to Chicago, where he goes to inter- 
est capital in a large mining property which 
he and his partner, M r. Thompson, have 
bonded. This property which is known as 
the Consolidated Empire, consists of a 
group of nine claims on Conklin gulch. 
The vein or more properly speaking the 
body ot ore. is low grade running as has 
been proved by actual working tests on a 
large scale $7 a ton in free gold and sulphur- 
Though the grade is low Mr. Marsh 
s that by actual practice he has found 
that 201 tons a day of this can be milled for 
L'ss than .$4 a ton giving a net return of 
600. 

Being an experienced man in assaying 
and mining engineering, Mr. Marsh has 
le a careful study of the Cariboo coun- 
try since he has been there, anil the result 
of his experience is that it affords immense 
opportunities for capital both in quartz and 
hydraulic work, lint it is not what is 
generally known as a poor man's country. 
The gold is there, but it needs money to 
hike it out. Mr. Marsh visited the famous 
Cariboo mine a short time ago anil speak 
ing from his 22 years' experience as a min 
tig man in some of the best known district: 
ii the West, he says that actual result: 
Drove that the Cariboo people have liter 
illy millions of gold ahead of them. 

Speaking of the results of the hydraulic 
claims in the Cariboo this year, Mr. Marsh 
says the smaller companies have done very 
well. The Black .lack hydraulic mine for 
instance cleaned up 300 ounces of gold for 
an expenditure oi less than $1,000. fhe 
Mosquito Creek properties have also paid 
well for t ho season. 

F. C I. aird on Wilson Creek after hav- 
ing plenty of misfortune to contend with 
in the way of being burned out a couple of 
times, and cither Ulilooked for difficulties, 
has at last got where his energy bus tri- 
umphed, after be has spent $40,000 in get- 
ting his claim into shape. From borings 
he made recently he brought up evidences 
of large quantities of gold on bed rock, the 
supposition being that the ground he is 
working is on an old channel of Williams 
creek. At the present time Mr. Laird has 
tuastered the water and iu thirty days he 
will be able to establish results and Mr. 
.Marsh says it will no doubt be a big thing. 

Fourteen miles above Quesnelle, Messrs. 
Marsh and Thompson are opening up a 
claim they have bonded on the old channel 
of the Fraser, the gold being distributed 
th rough a body of cement which it is in- 
tended to crush if it were quartz. Practi- 
cal tests in quantity show a value of $14 to 
the yard. A representative of English 
capital is now on his way to look at the 
property with a view to purchase.

A NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

To the Editoh :— At last Friday's 
meeting of the B. C. Board of Trade (if a 
meeting it can be called) I did not say 
the land route toAlberni to be 170 miles 
in length. It is 75 miles to Wellington 
and about 55 miles thence to Alherni, 
altogether 130 miles. A waggon road 
exists to Cowichau lake, the extension 
of this road to Alberni for present pur- 
poses is what I advocated. Three hun- 
dred dollars per mile is about tho cost of 
a first-class road, but of courso a cheaper 
one could be built Biibject to future im- 
provements. The railway advocated was 
to be entirely independent of the «.t 
X. and built by an independent com- 
pany under such conditions as the pro- 
vincial government chose to demand, 
which of course need not aud would not 
exclude the E. & N. from connecting 
therewith. The object of the Vancouver 
island railway is to bring to a focus at 
its northern extremity, the steamers 
from and to the north, for they must all 
pass very near this point, and eo the 
passengers, etc., if they wish, lo Victoria 
(of course the railroad com puny could 
!:ave steamers too, running from their 
terminus to various places) and thus 
place Victoria and Vancouver island in 
a commanding condition as she is in 
position. The route is by the Wvst 
Coast, to encourage settlement and 
various industries there, and to bring 
the whole traffic to Victoriu. It is really 
disheartening to fee} t r>e existing apathy. 
The nub.ii 1I0 not seem to have any 
Idea "beyond that of the hour-have no 
thought for the future so pregnant with 
comine events, which directed nO\V 
would lead them to prosperity, hat if 
apathetically negleoted, to decadence, 
and then it will be too Ir.te, too late to 
bring to life tho might liave been.
